l m . Ithough college students 
learn much from attending class lectures, 
some of their greatest academic discover- 
ies are not made in the classroom, but 
rather in the laboratory and the library. 

In both the lab and the library, stu- 
dents’ skills and knowledge are not limited 
to just a particular subject matter. Instead, 
students must develop research techniques 
and independent work habits. By spend- 
ing long hours in the lab, students learn to 
take a hands-on approach to problem- 
solving, Whether it is measuring E.K.G.’s 
on an oscilloscope for anatomy class, 
tracing the voltage and charge through a 
capacitor in physics, or identifying the 
chemical components of an unknown 
mixture, students discover the use of trial- 
and-error procedures. 

As any science student can attest, 
experiments are not always successful or 
reliable. However, the work involved in 
conducting the experiment or prodecure is 
often the true lesson. 

In other areas of study, the library is 
often the equivalent of the lab. It is here 
that many students get their first real 
exposure to college-level research. 

Students writing research papers and 
essays spend much time scouring the 
vertical files and book shelves for any 
information pertinent to their purpose. 
They discover where to look for specific 
information, how to find it as quicklv as 
possible and how to properly verifv facts. 

Although the procedures required for 
working in the lab and librarv are often 
long and tedious, it is important to 
remember that proper skills developed 
here will hopefully be reflected in future 
job performances. 
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Loaded down with index 
cards , highlighters and 
plenty of change for the 
copier, a student enters 
the library in hopes of 
finding all the informa- 
tion needed right off the 
bat*

(You can almost hear the horror-movie 
sounds in the background.) 

At one point or another, we all have to 
face it. For some it comes with history or 
English class, but it could pop up on just 
about any syllabus. 

first you have to find a topic. It helps to 




find a topic on something you find interest- 
ing; of course, by the time the paper is 
over, you’ll probably know more than you 
really wanted to know in the first place. 

Then comes the research. Naturally, the 
library is the first place to go. Loaded down 
with index cards, highlighters and plenty of 
change for the copier, a student enters the 
library in hopes of finding all the informa- 
tion needed right off the bat. 

The card catalog provides information 
on the books available at the library. The 
Reader’s Guide helps students locate 
articles on the subject of his term paper. 

But the greatest resource for Holmes 
students is probably the Infotrac, opening 
up access to loads of information with just a 
keystroke or two. The Infotrac computers 
were recently installed on all three cam- 
puses. 

Of course after the research comes the 
writing. First, an outline must be written. 
Then comes the rough draft. Then the final 
version. 

Just typing the paper can be an ordeal. 
Footnotes. Bibiliography. Following the 
prescribed style manual. And then the 
proofreading for typographical errors and 
misspelled words must be done carefullv, 
w hich is not so easy at three o'clock in the 
morning before the paper is due at eight. 

Doing a term paper may not be the most 
exciting part of a college class, but when 
you look back over it, you’ve learned a lot. 
Not only does a student gain knowledge on 
the subject matter, he also learns how to 
obtain, organize and communicate infor- 
mation. This is knowledge that will be used 
in whatever field he chooses.

ith so many career choices now 
available to them, young men and women are 
no longer adhering to roles previously dictated 
by their gender. Termed “non-traditional," 
these students are pursuing careers that have 
generally been sought by members of the 
opposite sex, and in doing so, are discovering 
new worlds of opportunity. 

Holmes Community College, quick to 
recognize this progression, has opened its doors 
and adopted programs specifically for non- 
traditional students. 

Last year alone, Holmes’s three campuses 
enrolled over 150 students in non-traditional 
programs. This year, 
that number is expected 
to be equally as high, 
with the majority of 
students filing into 
computer technolog) 
and drafting and design 
technology courses. 

Other popular 
programs include: 
business technology, 
electronics technology, 
broadcasting, fashion 
merchandising 
technology, forest 
technolog), cosmetology 
and welding. 

The factors leading a 
student into a non- 
traditional major are as 
diverse as the students 
themselves. The 
majority of non- 
traditional students on 
the Goodman campus of 
Holmes make an active 
decision while in high 
school to pursue one of 
these fields. They are 
typical teenage college 
students, right from 
high school. Students 
at Grenada and 
Ridgeland tend to be 
older, somewhere 
around 27 years old. 

However, there are 
exceptions at each

school. Grenada and Ridgeland both have some 
younger non-traditional students, and Goodman 
hosts some older students. Most older students 
enroll in non-traditional programs in response 
to life's various circumstances, mainly economic 
factors. 

"1 got married young, had a baby and then 
got divorced," said Debbie Lindsay, a 31 -year- 
old welding major from Kosciusko. “I went to 
work for $4.25 an hour, and I just couldn't 
make it. Hopefully, by welding, 1 can get a good 
job to support me and my daughter. 

One of only two females enrolled in the 
welding program, Lindsay said not gaining 
acceptance by her male counterparts was one of 
her greatest initial concerns. 

“Being a girl made it just a little harder on 
me at first," she said, “but I didn't let it get to 
me, and now everything is fine." 

Derrick Redmond, a l ( )-year-old cosmetol- 
ogy major from Lexington, said with the 
majority of students in his classes being female, 
he had to make some adaptations. 

“It's an attitude adjustment," he said. “1 just 
have to get used to being around women all 
day." 

To help both sexes adjust to an environment 
where their sex comprises less that 25% of that 
program s population. Holmes has established a 
sex equity program. 

I he program, begun in 1986, is designed to 
provide special services and counseling to non- 
traditional students, in hopes ol insuring a high 
success rate," said Katrina Myricks, district sex 
equity project coordinator. 

"We try to find out what types of problems 
students may have with self-esteem, 
assertiveness, and so forth, and then counsel 
them in those areas," she said. 

The sex equity program is also responsible 
for assisting students with career counseling, job 
placement, resume development and self- 
marketing. 

A recent survey indicated that with the 
combined eflorts of students, faculty and the sex 
equity staff, non-traditional students are leaving 
Holmes well-prepared for their chosen careers. 

Of the recent graduates responding to a mail- 
in questionnaire, 50% are continuing their 
education, 25% are working in their field, 

12.5% are unemployed, and 12.5% are 
employed, but not in their field of study.

Homecoming celebrations began Friday evening with the Dedicator 
Ceremony for the recently refurbished McDaniel Building Auditorium, a 
well-remembered place for many alumni. 

The McDaniel Building Auditorium, with the renovations complete, will 
surely be once again be the center of the Goodman Campus, as it was for many 
years 

Dr. David Donald, an alumnus of Holmes, gave the dedicator address, 
entitled ‘Abraham Lincoln: The Education of a President." 

David Donald. Professor Emeritus of Harvard University, is considered 
one of the foremost scholars on Lincoln. His works on the sixteenth president 



and the Civil War include Lincoln’s Herndon. Divided We Fought A Pictorial History' 
of the Civil War, Inside Lincoln's Cabinet: The Civil War Dianes of Salmon P Chase. 

and 1 incoln Reconsidered: Essays on the Civil War Era. among others. 

President Bush asked Dr. Doanld to the Inaugural Lecturer of the Presidential Lecture 
series on the Presidency. Donald presented the lecture Inside the White House The 
Lincolns in Washington" in the East Room of the White House in januaiy. 1990 PBS also 
broadcast the lecture. The prolific writer holds one Pulitzer Prize in Biography for his 
work "Charles Sumner and the Coming of the Civil War ( I960) and another for his Look 
Homeward A Life of Thomas Wolfe" (1987) 

Donald, named the Charles Warren Professor of American Histoiy at Harvard 
University in 1973. held that position until his retirement last year He also served as a 
Professor of American Civilization at Harvard He was the Harry C Black Professor of 
American History at Johns Hopkins University from 1962 to 1973 He also taught in the 
history departments of Princeton University. Columbia University and Smith College. 

A native of Goodman. Donald attended the public schools there before attending 
Holmes Junior College. After Holmes, he received his BA. from Millsaps College in 1941. 
With some graduate study at the University of North Carolina, he received his M.A. from 
the University of Illinois in 1942 and his Ph D from the S3me institution in 1946. 

He holds honoraiy degrees from Oxford University, Harvard University. Millsaps 
College. College of Charleston and the University of Illinois 

He was a Fulbright Lecturer in American Histoiy. University College of North Wales. 
1953-54. and a Harmsvvorth professor of American Histoiy. Oxford University. 1959-60

from the National 
Endowment for the 
Humanities. Thevol- 
ume will be pub- 
lished by Simon and 
Schuster in 1994. 

He is married to 
Dr. Aida D Donald, 
assistant director 
and editor-in-chief.

Board of Trustees renamed the 
Ailm in 1st ration Building, 
including the auditorium, and so 
designated it the “McDaniel Build- 
ing’' in appreciation for this out- 
standing service to Holmes. 

Cook Residence Hall is named 
after Kelly Gene Cook, Sr., an 
alumnus of Holmes. 

Cook, who died suddenly on 
Nov. 27, 1989, established the 
Kelly Gene Cook, Sr. Foundation 
to provide educational asistanee 
to the students of Mississippi. 
Through the auspices of the foun- 
dation, Holmes Community Col- 
lege has been given a #500,000 
challenge grant. 

What this means to Holmes is 
that the foundation will match 
dollar-for-dollar every contribu- 
tion made to the college’s devel- 
opment foundation. There is a 
#500,000 limit on the amount the 
foundation will contribute. 

The residence ball overlooks 
the lake on the western side of the 
campus. The two-storv structure 
will house 75 male students. In 
addition there will he an apart- 
ment for a dorm supervisor and a 
weight room. The hall will have a 
total area of 17,620 square feet. 

Designed for the student, with 
his needs in mind, the structure, 
with attendant landscaping, 
ground preparation and miscella- 
neous fees will cost #1,067,000. 
This expenditure represents the 
cost of a facility desperately 
needed on the Goodman Campus. 

This dorm will replace Webster 
Hall, a facility in current use by 
Goodman Campus male residents. 
Various feasibility studies were 
run to determine the fate of the 
existing dorm, one of the oldest 
structures on the campus. Because 
of its age and original design it was 
determined that the only viable 
option was to replace the struc- 
ture.

Northeast had only 1 5 carries for 
1 06 yards and threw for 3 interceptions Holmes 
had no interceptions on their stat sheet. 

While the 50- 1 4 loss to Northwest may be hard 
to swallow, the Bulldogs were tenacious in their 
pursuit of paydirt and even managed to get a two- 
point conversion past the defense that is said to 
have some of the top recruiting talent in the 
nation. 

The Bulldogs’ season may not be like the year 
they won the state championship or the year they 
went to a bowl game in Texas, but it did have its 
moments. And there is no question that the play- 
ers and coaches gave their all to the task at every 
practice and every confrontation on the field.
